THE AMERICAN WALLS. 


Mr. Davis and his party propose to take the 
tariff wall down. It is not the complete wall, 
only part of it. Another part is the immigration 
restriction and exclusion. Another part is the 
havy and another the army. 

Tariff, exclusion, and military defense are com- 
plements in one policy. That is the preservation 
of the garden. The United States is the garden 
country of the world. Because of that the immi- 
gration from all cther parts of the world was so 
great. There were no great movements of other 
peoples into any other country. 

The ability to maintain tariff and immigration 
walls rests- upon the military defense, The Chi- 
nese never have been able to keep any one out. 
Europeans who wanted a port or a province took it. 
The Japanese took Shantung and may be back 
after it again. China is not a garden by any 
means. If it could sustain the highest standard 
of life in the world and relied on laws and edicts 
to keep less fortunate but more powerful people 
out, it would be overrun completely. 

The present American tariff was supposed to 
be protective, but it is operating as .a great 
revenue producer. The goods are coming in. 
Many people in Europe have been so reduced by 
miseries of the “ peace” that they will work for 
wages and in conditions which make it possible 
for Buropean industrials to put their goods in the 
United States in spite of a protective tariff. 

The American worker can be forced to meet the 
competition of less fortunate people in two ways: 
one, by having labor imported into the United 
States; the other, by having the product of that 
labor imported in. The workers know/ they want 
the labor kept out, because they could directly 
feel this competition in the factory or field. They 
are not so sure that they want the product of 
that labor kept out. Unemployment at home can 
result in either way. 


Some of our idealists who are opposed to milli- 


is not humanitarian to restrict and exclude tmmi- 
gration. They have not yet seen that the tariff 
is another part of the wall. When they do they 
may say that it is inhumanity to keep a Buropean 
worker from selling his goods freely in the Amer- 
ican market. 

That would be the complete internationalism. 
People who have fine gardens, which might be 
raided, put walls around them. If the danger of 
trespass is great, they may put spikes and broken 
glass on top of the wall. With still more danger 
they hire a guard. Otherwise some one else picks 
the corn and takes the flowers, 

If we take down the military part of the wall 
wé will not be able in a test to keep the tariff and 
immigration walls up. If we take down the tariff 
and immigration sections of the wall there will 
not be such great need of the military wall. Peo- 
ples seldom fight for something they can get with- 
out fighting. 

If the United States had many gaps in the wall 
by which other peoples could get the fruits of the 
garden they would not go out of their way to 
fight the idle guard of the place. We believe 
that people who have worked to develop a piace, 
who have managed it with sdund principles, who 
have kept peace and are not bothering their neigh- 
bors, are entitled to protection in the results of 
this.

GIRL CLEARS UP 
DEATH MYSTERY 
OF CHICAGOAN 


Miami, Fila., Sept. 5.—All doubt as 
to the identity of the woman known 
as the wife of Thomas B. Firth of 
Chicago, who ended his life here Tues- 
day by slashing his wrists and drink- 
ing’ poison, was lifted today at the 
inquest when a letter from Miss Mar- 
gie O’Brian of Chicago was read. 

Miss O'Brian said in her letter, 
mailed at Fort Pierce, Fla., while she 
was en route home, that she had come 
to Miami with Firth on his promise 
to marry her. After getting an apart- 
ment here, she said, Firth kept telling 
her of his love for his divorced wife, 
from whom he was separated seven 
years ago.

Gold Coated Glasses 
to Admit Light bat 
Halt Glare Invented 


Baltimore, Md., Sept. 56.—Gilded 
glassea—yellow glass upon which is a 
coating of gold—which, it is claimed, 
eliminate heat and glare from light 
and yet permit sufficient illumination 
for sight, have been invented by Dr. 
A. H. Pfund, associate professor of 


Used in goggles for men who work in 
the glare of furnaces, the device, 
termed by the inventor “ gold screen,” 
will eliminate danger of blindess, 
physicists say, and used in the mov- 
ing picture industry it is regarded as 
a protection against fire. 


> 


Dr. Pfund’s report on his innovation 
just released, says the injurious infra- 
red and ultra-violet rays of light are 
eliminated ‘ entirely by the “gold 
screen,” only visible radiations of mod- 
erate intensity reaching the eye. 

This has been accomplished through 
the use of a film of gold much thinner 
and more uniform in thickness than 
gold leaf, which is distilled upon the 
glass in a high vacuum. The gold, 
according to the report, passes the 
light waves on to the eye, but casts off 
the heat waves, while the glass reflects 
the ultra-violet rays.

The process can be brief, After 
washing and draining pods, cut off 
tips and the caplike stem ends below 
where the beardlike strings: are at- 
tached—these are not always on the 
pod, but when there and fresh and 
green they show it is tender—drop the 
prepared pods into boiling water for 
about three minutes, take from stove, 
and drain and rinse with cold water, 
and then put to cook in a small amount 
of water—may be started in cold 
water—until tender or for about twelve 
to fifteen minutes. Do not overcook. 
Prepare in the same way when to 
be cooked with beans or cabbage, and 
add to these vegetables when they 
have been cooking for ten minutes. In 
any case, a plain butter finish is all 
that is needed, but tomato sauce may 
be used. For a half pound.of cooked 
okra one large tomato is enough.

Editor’s Note: the security of civilized places and fared forth to bring war to “The new ,system 
a Trojan shore, to find new trade routes or to chart an unknown continent. Today, when 
there are no more frontiers, one often. wonders what has become of all the adventurous 
blood of the world. ...@On March 25th Director Harvey Smith, accompanied by Ben 
Miggins, camera man of the Fox Film Corp., left New York for Shelter Bay, P. Q., 
Canada, with instructions to make a motion picture of the log drive of the Ontario Paper 
Company. The Ontario Paper Company is owned by The’ Chicago Tribune and it sup- 
plies newsprint for The New York News and for Liberty as well as for The Tribune. 
This is the story Director Smith wrote of the heroic efforts of the drivers to break the 
jam and how they finally succeeded. 
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The “Gaspesia” was the first boat 
of the year to attempt to get through 
the thirty miles of ice which lay be- 
tween Quebec and open water. For 
two hours we listened to the captain 
and other veteran voyagers discuss 
the chances of getting through. The 
longer we listened the more skeptical 
we became. Finally we excused our- 
selves and went to bed. 

I don’t know what time we cast off, 
but I came to about 6 a. m., to the 
tune of a series of crashing noises 

much as a ferry boat makes when it hits the 
slip, only louder, much louder. 
our craft shivered from stem to stern. I rushed to 
the porthole, certain that we must be pounding 
to pieces on some rocky shore. We weren't, but 
we were in the middle of a huge field of ice, en- 
tirely surrounded by infant icebergs and making 

way very slowly. For the next two or three 
hours we continued to battle with the ice and at 
jast came into open water. From then on it was 
plain sailing. 

In the middle of the morning we landed: at the 
first of the many little habitations which had been 
cut off from the outside world since the previous 
November. Small wonder we were received like 
saviors. 

Late the following afternoon we sighted our 
destination. As we drew near we = ge as 
to what sort of a place it would prove to be. 
Gradually it took form. What had been a blur be- 
came houses. What had appeared to be a black 
streak extending out into the water became a dock 
crowded with lumberjacks on hand to greet the first 
boat of the year. In front I recognized Capt, 
Arthur Schmon, manager of The Chicago Tribune 
timberlands. 

He had come to Shelter Bay when it was but a 
group of a dozen shacks and had developed it into 
a thriving community. I also recognized Mrs. 
Schmon, the first woman to live in Shelter Bay. 
A few years before as a bride she had come to 
what was then a wilderness spot and with her 
husband had bravely shared the rigors of lifein 
the northland. 

Preparing for the “ Bush.” 

We made immediate preparations to 
“bush.” We equipped ourselves with heavy hob- 
nailed leather boots, reaching to the knee, with 
woolen caps, mackinaws and several layers of warm 
clothing. With a French Canadian, as our inter- 
preter and major domo, we set forth in a two-seated 
sleigh drawn by the most spirited horse I have ever 
sat behind. Bringing up the rear in a hand-fash- 
ioned sled drawn by five dogs was Teebass, our 
Indian guide and mentor. 

The “bush ” is primeval forest.. It has’‘no»perma- 
nent human population, yet is ever. inhabited. 
Throughout the winter lumberjacks fell its trees 
and cut them into logs. In the spring the lumber- 
jacks are replaced by “ drivers” who drive the logs 
down to the sea. In between times supplies are 
hauled up and surveys made. 

We took a number of scenes of the “ huskies,” but 
in order to get variety we decided to make some 
“shots” from the sled itself with the dogs pulling 
it. We mounted the tripod on the rear of the sled 
and roped it down. It was too unsteady that way, 
so I had to wedge myself underneath and hold it 
down while Ben stood behind and cranked and Tee- 
bass sat in front, cracking his whip and yelling 
“ allez, allez.” We must have been a strange look- 
ing trio, but the dogs seemed to get into the spirit 
of it and we got some splendid results.

This mountainous descent, thrilling as it ‘was, 


‘was completely overshadowed by the next. day’s 


drive—over Fifteen-Mile Lake. Joe took the short- 
est road, which, incidentally, led over the thinnest 
ice. Time after time 
our horse thrust one 
leg through the ice 
and we waited 
breathlessly for our 
sleigh and selves to 
follow, but we were 
going too fast and 
the fates were with 
us. We managed to 
make the trip safely, 
but the following day 
another sleigh did 
go through and horse and driver had to swim ashore. 


We made.our headquarters at Cache 1,’ at the 
head of Fifteen-Mile Lake:and about 50 miles from 
the St. Lawrence. The day following our arrival 
the last of the drivers came up over the ice. After 
that the ice was too thin for travel. 


A log drive, briefly, consists of getting the logs 
which have been cut during the winter into the 
water and down to the sea as quickly as possible in 
order to effect.a saving of time and labor. The 
logs are floated.down, as it would obviously be too 
expensive to construct railroads to carry them. The 
rivers serve both as carriers and motive power. 
They are small and swift flowing. The water is 
stored behind dams and used only as needed. Each 
night the dams are closed in order to conserve the 
water for the following day. When the dams are 
open the ‘water in the rivers rises from two to four 
feet and flows nine or ten miles an hour. 


The opening of the dam signaled the beginning 
of the drive. The dam at the head of Muskashoo 
River was situated on top of a 200 foot falls. 


Dangerous Stunts Photographed. 


Once the drive got under way we traversed the 
entire length of the river many times. We siept 
at whichever camp we happened to be nearest. At 
one camp we slept for three days on top of a pile of 
dynamite, lightning our pipes and tossing away 
matches, blissfully ignorant of what was under us. 


Without doubt, during the. six 
weeks’ stay, we made the most com- 
plete and thrilling picture of a log 
drive ever made We photographed 
millions of+1 and from every pos- 
sible angle drivers were eager 
to be “shot” and no risk was too great 
for them. We got them at their vari- 
ous tasks ashore and in the precarious 
business of running on logs, “float- 
ihg” and working on jams. 


On only one occasion did 
we fail to get complete co- 
operation. e persuaded a 
“floater ” to float down river 
on a log. When we were 
through Ben wasn’t satisfied 
with what he had gotten. 
And when he asked this par- 
ticular “floater” to do his 
stuff over again he. could 
hardly be blamed for his re- 
ply, “ What the hell do you 
think I am?” or for his ad- 
dendum, “ Anyway it’s time to eat.” 
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jam. Every night we had only energy enough to 
throw ourselves on our bunks’and dream of the 
scene we hoped to get. 


Jam Withstands Dynamite. 


Yet it did not look as though we would ever 
get it. For three days that mammoth heap of 
tangled wood had been lodged in the falls. Hun- 
dreds of sticks of dynamite had failed to dislodge 
it, The ground around us was strewn with huge 
splinters, bitten off and hurled by blast after blast 
of explosive. Nor was the skillful work of the 
“drivers” of any avail. Often the expert manip- 
ulation of pike pole and gaff will work where 
dynamite fails, but in this instance neither man 
nor his destructive agent had been able to make 
any impression upon the stubborn wood. It seemed 
as though the logs were destined to remain there 
for all time. 

We were not the only watchful waiters. With 
us was old Joe Pineault, the veteran drive foreman. 
Important as it was to us for the wood to move, 
it was doubly so for Joe. His job it was to get 
the wood down to the St. Lawrence in as short a 
time as possible. He had to do it while there was 
enough water in the river to float the logs. Every 
hour the logs remained jammed meant.that much 
less water and the loss of thousands of dollars. 
Joe’s reputation was at stake as well. He had 
never failed to break a jam in his thirty years as 
a “driver” and he hadn’t given up hope of break- 
ing this one. 

At 2:25 Joe had played his last card and was 
waiting to see if it would take the trick. A half 
hour before he had sent a man up river to open 
all the gates of the big dam which controlled the 
flow of water in the river and even now the un- 
leashed waters were crashing against the rear of 
the jam with terrific impact. As he watched it he 
shouted a word of command in French and for the 


-twentieth time that day a weary dynamiter made 


his way over the logs. This time, however, he 
carried with him a triple charge of explosive. Joe 
knew by long experience that if the force of the 


water combined with the force of the dynamite 


didn’t unlock that network nothing on earth 
would. 


The Jam Breaks! 

He turned to Ben. “ Get ready,” 
he said. “This time it will ‘go.” 
Ben nodded (a bit dubiously, I 
thought) as he felt of his tripod to 
test its firmness. As the dynamiter 
planted his charge and ignited the 
fuse Ben started to count. One min- 
ute fuses were used and he ha 


mite was due to go off. on 
crank. His eye was glued to the finder. “1-2-3-4-5,” 


‘ be counted. The dynamiter was now scurrying nim- 


Joe saw him first. “Nom de Dieu,” he muttered. 
Our eyes followed his. Rousseau, the dynamiter, 
to do anything. Ben almost stopped 
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slightly perceptible movement, as though the jam 
were shuddering from the blow it had received. A 
few logs shifted. Water came through. More logs 
moved. Then more water. 

“It’s going—it’s go- 
ing!” the usually stoical 
foreman shouted. This 
time he was right. It 
was going. The logs 
themselves chorused 
their freedom. A mighty 
sound arose, at first bare- 
ly audible but gradually 
increasing in volume un- 
til it could be heard for 
miles—a crunching and 
grinding sound. as the 
logs rubbed against each 
other. Suddenly gaining 

impetus, they surged forward like stampeded cat- 
tle. Nothing now could stand in their way. Noth- 
ing could stop them. 


The Debacle. 


On and on they came like a terrified mob strug- 
gling desperately to escape from some unknown 
terror. e y without end tumbled over 
the seventy-foot falls into the swirling waters below. 
Once they stopped and piled up. But the force 
of the water behind was too great. In a moment 
they were on their way again, floating majestically 
downstream as if in a triumphal procession. 

The jam had broken at last. One hundred thou- 
sand logs were on their way to the sea. For the 
first time in days the falls were clear of wood. Do 
you wonder Joe Pineault was happy? Do you 
wonder that we were, too, secure in the knowledge 
that the unforgetable scene was recorded on neg- 
ative in our camera for millions to see and marvel 
at? If you could have seen us throwing our caps 
in the air, yelling, shaking hands, dancing like 
wild men, you would undoubtedly agree that we 
were happy. | 

Later, when we had returned to sanity, I got 
out my and under May 1, 1924, marked 
five stars. We graded our days in terms of photo- 
graphic success. We generally differed over the 
number of stars for each day, Ben asserting that 
every scene he photographed was a five star shot, 
whereas I was often inclined to be less 
with the stars, but there was not the least disagree- 
ment over May ist. It was-only because five stars 
represented the utmost achievement, that this page 
in the diary didn’t contain as many stars as the 


heavens. 
Homeward Bound! 


We were through with our work on the llth and 
yearning to get home. We had been out of touch 
with our office since the middle of April. We were 
long overdue in New York. Yet there was no way 
for us to get out of the “ bush.” We-were back at 
the head of Fifteen-Mile Lake with lofty mountains 
on all sides and the lake the only feasible means of 
getting out. We were unable to go down the lake 
on.account of a three-mile barrier of ice which still 
remained,. There was nothing to do but wait until 
a north or south wind came, along to break up the 
ice. We were told the wind would shift any day. 


On the 22d of May, just as it was beginning to 
look as ye. we were to be bs ett seciies 
the wind shifted to the south and the ice went out. 


Another five star day! Two hours after it went out .
